UP AND DOWN BROADWAY 


‘With WILLIAM W. RANDALL 


New York, November 11. 

It is my opinion, based on many years of theatrical activity with the high- 
class end of the amusement business, that Abraham Lincoln Erlanger is the 
greatest executive that we have ever had in the show business in America. I 
have known Mr. Erlanger, or ‘‘Abe,’”’ as he is affectionately called by his in- 
timates, for nearly thirty years. I first met him in the South when I was 
ahead of one of the Daniel Frohman Madison Square Theater companies, and 
Erlanger was managing Louise Balfe in a play called Dagmar. He impressed 
me very strongly at the time from the fact that he had a unique way of ad- 
vertising his attraction. For instance, if he was playing his show in Norfolk, 
Virginia, he would have the Mayor of Richmond, Virginia, where he 
had probably played a night or two before, send a _ personal wire 
to the Mayor of Norfolk advising him to tell all of his people that Louise 
Palfe, in Dagmar, was a sterling attraction, and one that they couldn’t very 


well afford to miss. Erlanger at the time told me that he had not been turned 


down by any Mayor where they had played for this request. He would invite 
the Mayor and family to occupy a box, and the rest followed. In those days 
Miss Balfe, who was a very handsome woman, as well as a talented actress, 
was a good attraction in the smaller cities. Of course the coming together of 
Mare Klaw and A. L. Erlanger and the formation of the theatrical syndicate, 
which also comprised Al Hayman, Nixon & Zimmerman and the late Charles 
Frohman, is a matter of current theatrical history. Mr. Erlanger comes from 
Cleveland, O., where he was in the box-office originally at the old Euclid 
Avenue Opera House. To most people who meet Abe Erlanger for the first 
time he gives the impression that he is very gruff, and at times grouchy, but 
when you get to know him you find that under the somewhat rough exterior 
he is one of the most cordial men in the theatrical business. After our long 
acquaintance it is still “Abe” and “Will,” although I believe A. L. Erlanger 
has some five million more dollars than I have at the present time. 
.* . . 7 -_ . 


Mr. Erlanger’s partner, the urbane and efficient Marc Klaw, was formerly 
a newspaper man, as well as lawyer, in Louisville, Ky. He came into the 
theatrical game the same year that I did, and strange to say was connected 
with the same attraction, Hazel Kirke, one of the most remarkable plays for 
financial results that has ever been presented in America. It was produced 
under the direction of Daniel Frohman at the old Madison Square Theater, 
where it ran four hundred and sixty-nine nights, and it is reputed to have 
cleared fully a half million dollars before it was put on the shelf of the play 
broker. Mr. Klaw was engaged by Mr. Frohman on account of his legal 
acumen to pprsue the pirates who were stealing Hazel Kirke’s success, while 
I was assigned to go ahead of the No. 1 company, which, was the original com- 
pany, headed by the late C. W. Couldock and Effie Ellsler. Mr. Klaw after- 
wards became the manager of Fanny Davenport and other big attractions be- 
fore forming the coalition with A. L. Erlanger, which I think was in 1889. At 
any rate Klaw & Erlanger invaded New York and set up a rival agency against 
the then firm of Randall's Theatrical Bureau, in which the late Charles Froh- 
man and myself were equal partners. I have only the nicest things to say of 
Marc Klaw, for he is generally regarded as one of the finest gentlemen in the 
theatrical business. I am very glad indeed to pay these little tributes to my 
old friends, Mare Klaw and A. L. Erlanger, and it is a pleasure I take in 
writing these few lines about them. 


One of the most spectacular figures that ever invaded Broadway is un- 
doubtedly William A. Brady, at present the executive head of the World Film 
Corporation, as well as owner and manager of two of New York’s most suc- 
cessful playhouses on Forty-eighth street, near Broadway, The Playhouse and 
the Forty-Eighth Street Theate.. Mr. Brady and myself are ex-Californians, 
and when he first came East C’.arles Frohman and myself were doing business 
in Daly’s Theater Building on Broadway. Brady had bought Dion Boucicault’s 
play, After Dark, which I booked for him, and on the tour of which he 
cleared something like eighteen thousand dollars, which was his first big start 
in the show business. At that time his “bank roll” was a very slender one, 
that is, before he started the After Dark tour. I afterwards got him James J. 
Corbett, who he added to the concert hall scene in After Dark. Brady's han- 
dling of ‘“‘Pompadour Jim,” in which he is reputed to have cleared over one 
hundred thousand dollars, is well-known ring and theatrical history. Brady 
is a born fighter, and when he believes he is in the right he becomes a very 
aggressive personality. I should place Brady second to Erlanger among the 
big-brained executives of the show business. He is worth more than a million 
dollars, a great deal of which he has made as a successful plunger in Wall 
street last winter in those “War Babies’’—Bethlehem Steel and Baldwin Loco- 
motive. He is married to Grace George, the well-known star, and in my 
opinion the best comedienne in America today. Miss Alice Brady, the well- 
known film star, is the daughter of “Bill” Brady by his first wife. also a well- 
known actress, named Marie Renee. By Miss George he has a handsome boy, 
who is said to have the making of a successful man like his father. To give 
an idea of W. A. Brady's plunging proclivities I need only mention an incident 
that is characteristic of him that happened in the Hotel Astor. It was along 
about 11 o'clock Tuesday night. when the city press and almost everybody else 
had conceded the election of Hughes, that Brady made a bet of one thousand 
dollars to twenty-five thousand with a well-known broker that when the 
electoral vote was counted it would show Wilson to be the winner. He ought 
to have won that bet from a “sporting chance” standpoint.

UP AND DOWN BROADWAY 


‘With WILLIAM W. RANDALL 


New York, November 11. 

It is my opinion, based on many years of theatrical activity with the high- 
class end of the amusement business, that Abraham Lincoln Erlanger is the 
greatest executive that we have ever had in the show business in America. I 
have known Mr. Erlanger, or “Abe,” as he is affectionately called by his in- 
timates, for nearly thirty years. I first met him in the South when I was 
ahead of one of the Daniel Frohman Madison Square Theater companies, and 
Erlanger was managing Louise Balfe in a play called Dagmar. He impressed 
me very strongly at the time from the fact that he had a unique way of ad- 
vertising his attraction. For instance, if he was playing his show in Norfolk, 
Virginia, he would have the Mayor of Richmond, Virginia, where he 
had probably played a night or two before, send a _ personal wire 
to the Mayor of Norfolk advising him to tell all of his people that Louise 
Ralfe, in Dagmar, was a sterling attraction, and one that they couldn’t very 
well afford to miss. Erlanger at the time told me that he had not been turned 
down by any Mayor where they had played for this request. He would invite 
the Mayor and family to occupy a box, and the rest followed. In those days 
Miss Balfe, who was a very handsome woman, as well as a talented actress, 
was a good attraction in the smaller cities. Of course the coming together of 
Mare Klaw and A. L. Erlanger and the formation of the theatrical syndicate, 
which also comprised Al Hayman, Nixon & Zimmerman and the late Charles 
Frohman, is a matter of current theatrical history. Mr. Erlanger comes from 
Cleveland, O., where he was in the box-office originally at the old Euclid 
Avenue Opera House. To most people who meet Abe Erlanger for the first 
time he gives the impression that he is very gruff, and at times grouchy, but 


when you get. to know him you find that under the somewhat rough exterior | 


he is one of the most cordial men in the theatrical business. After our long 
acquaintance it is still “Abe” and “Will,” although I believe A. L. Erlanger 
has some five million more dollars than I have at the present time. 


Mr. Erlanger’s partner, the urbane and efficient Mare Klaw, was formerly 
a newspaper man, as well as lawyer, in Louisville, Ky. He came into the 
theatrical game the same year that I did, and strange to say was connected 
with the same attraction, Hazel Kirke, one of the most remarkable plays for 
financial results that has ever been presented in America. It was produced 
under the direction of Daniel Frohman at the old Madison Square Theater, 
where it ran four hundred and sixty-nine nights, and it is reputed to have 
cleared fully a half million dollars before it was put on the shelf of the play 
broker. Mr. Klaw was engaged by Mr. Frohman on account of his legal 
acumen to pursue the pirates who were stealing Hazel Kirke’s success, while 
I was assigned to go ahead of the No. 1 company, which was the original com- 
pany, headed by the late C. W. Couldock and Effie Ellsler. Mr. Klaw after- 
wards became the manager of Fanny Davenport and other big attractions be- 
fore forming the coalition with A. L. Erlanger, which I think was in 1889. At 
any rate Klaw & Erlanger invaded New York and set up a rival agency against 
the then firm of Randall’s Theatrical Bureau, in which the late Charles Froh- 
man and myself were equal partners. I have only the nicest things to say of 
Marc Klaw, for he is generally regarded as one of the finest gentlemen in the 
theatrical business. I am very glad indeed to pay these little tributes to my 
old friends, Mare Klaw and A. L. Erlanger, and it is a pleasure I take in 
writing these few lines about them. 


° * s s s s 


One of the most spectacular figures that ever invaded Broadway is un- 
doubtedly William A. Brady, at present the executive head of the World Film 
Corporation, as well as owner and manager of two of New York’s most suc- 
cessful playhouses on Forty-eighth street, near Broadway, The Playhouse and 
the Forty-Eighth Street Theater. Mr. Brady and myself are ex-Californians, 
and when he first came East Charles Frohman and myself were doing business 
in Daly’s Theater Building on Broadway. Brady had bought Dion Boucicault’s 
play, After Dark, which I booked for him, and on the tour of which he 
cleared something like eighteen thousand dollars, which was his first big start 
in the show business. At that time his “bank roll’ was a very slender one, 
that is, before he started the After Dark tour. I afterwards got him James J. 
Corbett, who he added to the concert hall scene in After Dark. Brady's han- 
dling of “‘Pompadour Jim,” in which he is reputed to have cleared over one 
hundred thousand dollars, is well-known ring and theatrical history. Brady 
is a born fighter, and when he’believes he is in the right he becomes a very 
aggressive personality. I should place Brady second to Erlanger among the 
big-brained executives of the show business. He is worth more than a million 
dollars, a great deal of which he has made as a successful plunger in Wall 
street last winter in those ‘“‘War Babies’”—Bethlehem Steel and Baldwin Loco- 
motive. He is married to Grace George, the well-known star, and in my 
opinion the best comedienne in America today. Miss Alice Brady, the well- 
known film star, is the daughter of “Bill” Brady by his first wife, also a well- 
known actress, named Marie Renee. By Miss George he has a handsome boy, 
who is said to have the making of a successful man like his father. To give 
an idea of W. A. Brady’s plunging proclivities I need only mention an incident 
that is characteristic of him that happened in the Hotel Astor. It was along 
about 11 o’clock Tuesday night, when the city press and almost everybody else 
had conceded the election of Hughes, that Brady made a bet of one thousand 
dollars to twenty-five thousand with a well-known broker that when the 
electoral vote was counted it would show Wilson to be the winner. He ought 
to have won that bet from a “sporting chance” standpoint.

Baltimere, Nov, 13.—Tbe convention of the 
American Federation of Labor opeued at the 
Garden Theater at 10 o'clock this morutug, fol- 
lowing a big parade, participated in by various 
labor orgavizations and Siate and city digul- 
tarles.

New York, Nov. 11.—Henry Ellsworth, the 
well-known .showman, lecturer and traveler, who 
is at present in this city, was the bappy recipi- 
ent of a post card from Oberammergau, which 
came on the Submarine Boat, Deutschland, 
direct from Germany a few days ago. The post 
card is dated, ‘‘Oberammergau, Bavaria, Sept. 
12," and reached New York on November 8 It 
is an interesting souvenir of the terrible war 
that is raging over there, and mentions that 
many of the villagers are “in the trenches,” 
and chronicles the killing of Ignaz Kelz, pro- 
prietor of the Hotel Wittlesbacher Hof, where 
Elisworth lived for fourteen summers. The post 
card states that Anton Lang, the Christus in 
the Passion Play of 1900 and 1910, is in the 
Bavarian army, and attached to the Military 
Hospital at Munich. The sender stated that the 
card would be sent on the Bremen or on the 
Deutschland, and urged Ellsworth to return to 
Oberammergau as soon as ‘“‘the terrible war is 
over." The villagers are confident of victory 
for the Fatherland. 

Of course it is generally well known that Mr. 
Elisworth has lectured on the Oberammergau 
Passion Play performance for a number of years. 
He was there during the performances given in 
the village in both years, 1900 and 1910. He 
was a theatrical manager in Dayton, 0O., for 
fourteen years, during which time he controlled 
a number of theaters there.

TRIBUTE TO HERMAN FRIEDMAN 


New York, Nov. 12.—Once more the relentless 
sweep of time bas called a soldier of the thea- 
ter to his rest. On the morning of November 
11, after months of acute suffering, and several 
fruitless operations, Herman Friedman left to 
join the greater army on the other side, leaving 
behind him a host of grieving friends. For 
there are few of us who, by such steadfastness 
of purpose, such unremitting zeal, have so en- 
deared ourselves to the multitudes with which 
our profession brings us into constant contact. 

Thirty-five years ago a homeless imm'‘grant 
boy, speaking no English, sat despondently on 
the lower step of a flight of wooden stairs lead- 
ing to the lithographing plant of Theolore A. 
Liebler. He had been told that this concern had 
advertised for a printer's boy, and had walked 


buffed by the foreman, and sent packing. In 
desperation he awaited the arrival of the 
‘boss,’ intending to stake all on a last appeal. 
In time the ‘‘boss"’ arrived, Listened to his story, 
put him to work and advanced him money for 
clothes and lodging. The boy was Herman 
Friedman, and his devotion to the ‘boss’? en- 
gendered in that moment proved so strong a 
thing that he Served him to his dying day, 
sharing the torments of misfortune as well as 
the «poils of victory. 

Misfortunes there were many. The day came, 
in the "90s, when an explos‘on of benzine in the 
cellar of that same lithographing plant caused 
what was known as the Park Place disaster, 
killing several scores of men and wiping out, 
in an fnstant, the flourishing lithographing es- 
tabliahment of which Liebler was the head. 
Friedman was one of the few employees who re- 
mained in the building after cloa'ng time that 
Saturday afternoon, and was present throughout 
the harrowing acenes that followed. Realizing 


instantly the gravity of the occurrence he opened —— enterprises abroad. 


‘to che laws of the State. 
miles to reach the place, only to be cruelly re- | 


the safe aud extracted all valuables and set bad 
work salvaging valuable engravings uud stone 
work, With which the place was tilled. He was 
on the point of going back for more when the 
Walls collapsed, and the building fell in ruins 
at his feet. The money saved from the eafe 
proved the nucleus of the small sum with which 
the famous theatrical producing firm of Liebler 
& Co. was launched, 

As a member of the Liebler organization Fried- 
mab performed a service to the theatrical profes- 
sion that proved a great boon not only to the 
manager, but to the dramatist and actor as 
well. It was he who conceived the plan of re- 
leasing recent successes to the stock company 
on a Weekly rental basis. Beginning with The 
Christian, the first great Liebler euccess, he 
made it possible for the stock company manager 
to provide his patrons with bills of current in- 
terest, thus developing an important by-product 
of the business that has cut down considerably 
the risk 6f production and increased the possi- 
bilities of profit, that has multipl'ed royalties 
and has opened up hundreds of jobs for the 
actor. Under his management the stock de- 
partment of the Liebler Co. prospered as did no 
similar department in the business. It is a 
service that entitles him to the grateful re- 
membrance of the profession as a whole. 

With the Liebler Co., too, he served as pay- 
master at the Century Theater in the days when 
the great «spectacles produced there required 
the services of almost a thousand actors, stage 
hands and mechanics and theater attaches, and 
often, when a production of exceptional impor- 
tance received its tryout on the road, Friedman 
accompanied it as manager. Many are the 
stories told of his kindness and generosity to 
players in temporary difficulties. He had a big 
heart, and it wae easily penetrated. 

His death again depletes the ranks of an or- 
ganization that stood together through thick 
tnd thin for many years, accomplishing things 
that they believed in and that the world thought 
well worth while. But it is not only for his 
work, but for his deeds and his big human quall- 
ties that hia loss is mourned.—THEODORE A. 
LIEBLER, JR.

AN IMPORTANT RAILROAD RATE 
CASE 


The Car-Owning Managers’ Associa- 
tion, which, since its inception several 
years ago, has labored unceasingly to 
keep within reasonable bounds the de- 
mands of railroads for increased trib- 
ute not only from its own members, 
but from the show world at large, next 
week will be a participant in one of 


the most important railroad 
cases which has as yet come up. 

The case is the Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s hearing of the plea of a 
leading Southern’ railroad to be 
granted permission to put in force a 
new tariff increasing rates.’ This 
new tariff was filed some weeks ago, 
and but for the intervention of COMA 
would have been in effect ten days 
after being filed. 

Prompt action by COMA, however, 
in placing the case before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, resulted 
in a suspension of the tariff until the 
case was heard on its merits. 

This hearing has been set for ten 
o’clock on the morning of November 
24, before Commissioner Bell, at the 
New Federal Building, New Orleans. 

COMA is making this fight not only 
for its own members, but for the show 
world at large. It should be supported 
in its efforts. There are hundreds of 
showmen who will be playing in the 
vicinity of New Orleans next week, 
and it is their duty to go to New Or- 
leans and give whatever support they 
can to COMA in presenting its side of 
the case.

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BIG EXPOSITION 
FOR MISSISSIPPI 


Will Open in December of Next 
Year at Gulfport for Run of 
Six Months— Work on Site 
Is Already Under Way 


Gulfport, Miss.,, Nov. 11.—The Mississipp: 
Centennial Exposition, the first national exposi- 
tion staged in the Culf Coast country in thirty 
years, will open its gates at Gulfport December 
10, 1917, and continue until June 10, 191%. 

The exposition grounds, just within the city 
limits of Gulfport, bave a frontage of 2,000 feet 
on the Gulf of Mexico, and embrace 146 acres. By 
careful landscape gardening it was possible to 
preserve on these grounds more than a_ thou- 
sand oak trees, many of them more than 100 
years of age, to lend further picturesque charm 
to the exposition site. Altogether the site is 
one of unusual natural beauty. 

The amusement street at the Mississippi Cen-- 
tennial will represent a departure from pre- 
cedent. This street is as yet unnamed, but the 
exposition has received hundreds of suggestions 
following its offer of a season pass to any 
person suggesting a suitable name. The street, 
which will be 1.200 feet in length, will sweep 
Ain a semicircle about the exposition buildings 
in the center of the grounds. It will be situated 
in the midst of a forest of live oaks, with 
verdure on every hand. This will be visible 
from each of the main gates, and pathways 
will lead to it from the princ:pal exhibit build- 
ings. It is planned that the street shall be more 
brilliantly lighted than similar streets at any 
previous exposition. Only one side of the ‘‘light- 
and-laughter’’ street at the Mississippi Centen- 
nial will be built up, and that will face the 
center of the crounds. The length and semi- 
circular shape have made possible this unique 
feature, and each concessonaire will have an 
equal show under this construction plan. One 
entrance to the amusement street is near the 
main gate, and another will lead to the ath- 
letic field. The street may be easily reached 
from any part of the grounds, 

In the placing of concessions it is necessary 
to consider only the street frontage required. 
Depth is immaterial, as thi re wiil be no build- 
ings behind the amusement pathway. 

The director of concessions is Clyde H. Osborn, 
an experienced exposition man, who came to 
Gulfport from San Diego. Mr. Osborn was in 
charge of concessions and «exhibit contracts at 
the San Diego Exposition in 1915 and 1916, and 
during 1916 was director of exhibits for that 
exposition. He successfully handled all con- 


cession contracts because of his familarity with 


both amusement and exposition work. 

“There will not be a loser on the Mississippi 
Centennial amusement street,’ is the prediction 
of Mr. Osborn. The peculiar layout of the 
street is the result of Mr. Osborn’s experience 
and observation elsewhere. He is confident that 
the concessionaire will get an unprecedented 
“run for his money’? at Gulfport. 

Ground-breaking ceremonies were recently held 
on the expositon grounds, and President Wilson 
and the Governors of many States felicitated 
Mississipp! upon her approaching birthday cele- 
bration. The Federal Government and foreign 
nations will exhibit at the Centennial, and the 
State of Mississippi will co-operate with the 
entire Gulf Coast country in making the expo- 
sition a mirror of the development of the South’s 
garden spot. 


EXPOSITION INTEREST GROWING 


Concession Space Taken—Sheet Writ- 
ers and Streetmen Barred 


Chicago, Nov. 10.—Interest in the International 
Live Stock Exhibition, to be held at the Chicago 
stockyarde December 2-9, has never been 80 
widespread or so enthusiastic as it is this year, 
according to B. E. Heide, under whose direction 
& number of the plans are maturing. There has 
been no show for the past two years, due to the 
prevalence of the hoof and mouth disease, and 
it has left the country hungry for the show, Mr.

Rushville, Ind., Nov. 11.—The meeting of the 
stockholders of the Rush County Fair Associa- 
tion was held here two weeks ago and definite 
action was postponed until today, when it will 
reconvene and elect officers as well as decide 
the life or death of the association. The ma- 
jority of sentiment appears to be in favor of con- 
tinuing the holding of the annual fair, but the 
doubt is caused by this year’s loss, which 
amounted to $1.500. and increased the total in- 
debtednese to $5,500. The officials blame the 
Connersville Fair for the poor showing here on 
account of both fairs being held on the same 
date. It is believed that this difficulty can be 
adjusted for next year.

BAKERSFIELD FAIR A SUCCESS

For an initial effort the Kern County Fair‘at 
Bakersfield, Cal., which closed Sunday night, 
October 29, registered an attendance’ record 
that will go far toward convincing the county 
officers that the event should be made an annual 
one and is worthy of financial support.

Woodland, Petaluma, Pleasanton, San Jose, 
Hanford, Bakersfield, Santa Rosa and Dixon, 
in addition to Riverside, the fairs in the South 
and the State fair. The Breeders’ Association 
is backing the plan. 

The Pacific United Amusements were on the 
midway in charge of Manager Jakey Davis. Abe 
Hendler, owner of the trick, was on the lot all 
week. Davis had Fricke’s Flea Circus, in charge 
of Fred Weidman; Cameroni’s Athletic Show, 
a dancing show, a ferris wheel, a merry-go- 
round and several concessions. Much criticism 
was heard of the fair maangement on the part 
of concessionaires. In the first place let it be 
understood that the fair officials did the best 
they knew how, but lacked experience, besides 
being handicapped by an antagonistic district 
attorney, now in the center of a political row. 

The midway was placed between the front 
gate and grand stand and ‘“‘folks’’ rushed by 
either way. Coming in they could only see the 
grand stand and going out they could look for 
nothing but a “‘jitney bus.’’ There was a little

devices took a couple of hundred apiece, but at 
no other time. 

The interpretations of county officials on so- 
called games of chance also made it hard for con- 
cessionaires. Wheels of the most innocent na- 
ture were frowned upon severely and there was 
no notice given to ‘‘slough’’ either. Just a 
‘pinch’? and $500 cash bail in each case.

Dallas, Tex., Nov. 11.—When the gates of 
the State Fair closed here on the night of 
October 4O the total registration on the turn- 
stiles showed 1,001,410 had paid admissions at 
the sixteen-day fair, The new record exceeded 
the highest previous toll in the thirty-one years 
of the fair by 225,150. President Knight, of 
the fair association, stated: ‘’The very fact that 
the million mark has been reached will attract 
the attention of thousands who have never be- 
fore seen the fair, will impress them with the 
magnitude and real worth, and next ‘year will 
doubtless see this creat institution drawing still 
greater crowds from an area of far wider cir- 
cumference than ever before in its history.’’

Your audi- 
ence will then understand and appreciate 1t 
much more. I see in the column different ones 
named as the best talkers. That is a hard 
question t» answer, who is best, as no two 
use the same method, still results must come 
or they don’t last long. Among those I always 
considered topnotchers are Doc James Barrie, 

Crosby, Billy Mann, Dolly Lyons, George 
Johnson, Major Charles Rhodes, Omar Sami, 
King Carlo, Bombey, Windy Hughes and Dick 
Martin. And if vou will glance them over you 
will admit there have been few, if any, better 
men on the front of any show. Still there are 
men in the game who, though not as well 
known, are grinding along day after day and 
always get their turn the same as the big fel- 
low. So, boys, all we can do is to boost for 
each other and live and let live. That has 
been my motto for twenty-five years.’’

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will rent or share, play or promote, the fea- 
tures in the cities and towns of their territory 
according to their own ideas. The exhibitor will 
be dealing with Bluebird direct in every case. 
Publicity, advertising and promotion propaganda 
will be distributed from branch offices, and the 
exhibitor will always know exactly where to find 
Bluebird and Bluebird backing. 

“But it must not be assumed for an instant 
that the regular Bluebird program will be ne-! 
glected. Rather will we concentrate even 
greater care and effort to standardize our pro- 
duction and live up to our reputation. There 
will be many more such features as Saving the 
Family Name, The Bugler of Algiers, Shoes, and 
The Price of Silence, past and present features 
that have established the Bluebird program on 
an increasingly popular basis.

The plan to organize and fight censorship has 


been enthusiastically taken up in the West, and 
Bumerous advisory committees are now in the 
process of formation, particulurly in the State 
of Minnesota, Thomas Furniss, vice-president 
and director of the National Association, wired 
from the Brunswick Amusement Company at 
Duluth that the campaign jn the West was well 
wander way and being enthusiastically sponsorea 
by the Western moving picture exhibitors and 
Rroducers, 

Besides using all honorable means to prevent 
the passage of censorship legislation ig the 
various States the advisory committees will 
also bend their efforts toward co-ordination and 
strength in the moving picture industry as a 
whole, with the end in view of insuring con 
certed action on the part of the whole industry 
against any question which may affect motion 
pictures. 

At yesterday's meeting of the association 
@ record was established in the volume of im- 
portant business taken up, debated and finished. 
The association issued a list which it has com- 
piled which has a strong tendency to show the 
influence the motion picture industry had in the 
last election. In the City and State of New 
York twenty-three candidates for election to 
State or congressional office, and who had de- 
clared themselves against censorship, were. 
elected. The list was further augmented by 
twelve candidates outside of the State of New 
York, who were elected after declaring them- 
eelves against censorship, among them being 
Walter E. Page, elected Governor of New Jer- 
sey; F. 0. Lowden, Governor-elect of Illinois, 
and Gecrge W. Hunt, Governor of Arizona. A 
Met of candidates who favored censorship and 
who were defeated was also given out by the 
association.
